WASHINGTON, Nov. IO— Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt's reiteration of his 
intent to balance next year’s bud­ 
get brought predictions from usual­ 
ly Informed obseri’V s today that 
suggestions to increase government 
spending will get nowhere. 
Mr. Roosevelt’s budget statement 
aas made at hiB-Aess conference 
yesterday, after 
b was asked lf 
current business cnwditions had up­ 
set his fiscal calculations. 
Secretary Morgenthati may bare 
some of the administration’s inten­ 
tions in relation to present busi­ 
ness conditions in a speech at New 
York tonight. 
He has Indicated this speech, on 
"pump priming.’’ might be an of­ 
ficial answer to advocates of heavy 
federal expenditures to offset aoy 
slowing In the business pace. 
Mr. Roosevelt himself may touch 
on 
business conditions 
when 
he 
speaks over the radio Sunday night 
in an appeal that the unemployed 
register 
lo 
next 
week's 
special 
census. 
He 
continued, 
meanwhile, 
his 
study of economic developments, 
with conferences on taxes, spend­ 
ing, relief and allied topics. Into 
these be dropped a hint that the 
public utility industry might win 
some federal assistance, lf it would 
change its system of evaluating 
property. 
Rates are based on these valua­ 
tions. and thev in turn, have been 
based, generally, upon the original 
or reproduction cost of the proper­ 
ties involved. 
Instead. Mr. Roosevelt asked that 
the 
utilities return to what he 
permed the old principles of the 
common law in determining calcula­ 
tions. He did not go into the point, 
but his words recalled a govern­ 
ment move last week to make so­ 
called “puudent Investment” a con­ 
trolling factor in valuation. 
Just what favors the utilities 
might expect, if they complied was 
not made 
clear. 
Those 
familiar 
with the situation, however, were 
distinctly of 
the Impression that 
the concessions might involve gov­ 
ernment

He gave no specific pledges but 
his remarks were interpreted in 
some quarters as bearing on com­ 
plaints that administration policies 
have “frightened” utility firms from 
proceeding with construction pro­ 
grams.

End Of Career Finds Nation 


Divided On Estimating 


Life Of Statesman 


Bt Th* A»»«*i«t*<! Pre**. 
LONDON, NOV. IO—The death of 
Jam es Ramsay MacDonald, the son 
of a 
poor Scottish 
farmer 
who 
lived to decline an earldom, divid­ 
ed Britain today in apprisal of his 
life. 
Against 
those 
who lauded 
the 
three-time prime minister as savior 
of the nation in the dark days of 
1931, there were others who regard­ 
ed him as a traitor to the labor 
party he built. 
The 
71-year-old 
Scotsman, 
Bri­ 
tain’s 
first labor prime minister 
and the first prime minister to visit 
the United States, died last night 
aboard a South America-bound ship 
on a quest for the peace and hap­ 
piness he had failed to find In bis 
unique, stormy political career. 
He bad sailed last Thursday in 
search of what he called “the most 
elusive of all forms of happiness— 
rest.” 
Death apparently mas due to a 
heart attack following a long per­ 
iod of poor health. 
His daughter 
Sheila, his sote companion on the 
voyage, 
messaged that the body 
would be taken off the ship. Relna 
Lei Paclfico, at Bermuda Monday 
and returned for burial either in 
England or at. his beloved Lossie­ 
mouth, Scotland. 
The two-room cottage where he 
was born Od. 12. 1866, still stands 
in IaiHsJcmouth. 
Tribute Comas From A ll Sides 
Tribute came from all 
parties 
for the man who rose from that 
humble duelling to No. IO Downing 
street. Bat the tribute was for two 
dlstlnct^phases pf his career. 
Conservatives 
praised 
Mac Don - 
aid’s momentous action in forming 
a national government at the be­ 
hest of King George V in the fi­ 
nancial crisis of 1931—an action 
which cost him the friendship of 
virtually all bis old labor and so­ 
cialist colleagues. 
But his one-time co-workers, who 
in 1931 had denounced bim as de­ 
serting 
them 
"for 
the 
drawing 
rooms of the rich.” today praised 
his work for labor before the greit 
split. 
Aloof and almost, autocratic, Mac­ 
Donald twice won the dubious title 
of "the most hated man in British 
politics"—for bis pacifist stand dur­ 
ing the World war and for his leav­ 
ing of the labor party to form the 
coalition government following the 
financial crisis of ’31. He bad be­ 
come 
Britain's first 
labor prime 
minister in 1924. 
Only six weeks ago the Scotsman 
who never accumulated wealth was 
bequeathed about $200,000 In trust 
by Sir Alexander Grant, a biscuit 
manufacturer and close friend of 
the former prime minister. 
In Washington President Roose­ 
velt said Ramsay MacDonald la­ 
bored 
long and successfully 
for 
the good of his fellowmen. 
He 
will be mourned by those through­ 
out the world who call themselves 
liberals. 
I am glad to have known 
him a* a friend and I deeply regret 
his death.”

DAVEY~DEFENDS ROLE 
IN OHIO’S STEELSTRIKE

CINCINNATI, Nov. IO — Anna 
Marie Hahn, facing death In the 
electric chair as the poison slayer 
of an elderly gardener for his small 
saving*, protested in vain today her 
transfer to a Columbus prison to 
await execution. 
While the 31-year-old blonde said 
she would “grieve herself to death” 
lf taken 
from 
her son. 
Warden 
James C. Woodard of Ohio peni­ 
tentiary announced 
at Columbus 
that the convicted woman would 
be kept in Columbus city prison. 
Woodard announced that arrange­ 
ments had been completed for ber 
imprisonment after a 
conference 
with Mrs. Margaret Allman. *tate 
welfare director. The warden said 
Mrs. Hahn would be taken to city 
prison “unlit other arrangements” 
could ba made. 
"W e might try to fix a place to 
keep her bere at the penitentiary, 
Woodard added. The warden said 
Ohio law did not permit acceptance 
at Marysville reformatory of wo­ 
men prisoners sentenced 
to die. 
The state penitentiary does 
not 
provide quarters for women pris­ 
oners and no woman ever bas been 
placed in death row. Mrs. Hahn 
would he the first woman ever to 
be electrocuted in Ohio. 
“If I am taken to Columbus they 
might as well get the chair ready,” 
Mrs. Hahn commented In ber cell 
at county courthouse, two floors 
from the room where she was con­ 
victed Saturday of administering 
a fatal does of metallic poison to 
Jacob Wagner, 78, after a month­ 
long trial. 
She said she would "die anyway” 
lf deprived of visits of ber 12-year- 
old son. Oscar, who testified for 
bis mother. 
Ohio law provides for the removal 
of a condemned person to Ohio pen­ 
itentiary within 30 days after sen­ 
tence is passed. Judge Charles S. 
Bell was expected to pass sentence 
within two weeks should he over­ 
rule a defense motion for a new 
trial. Judge Bell said he would rule 
on the motion next Monday.

States,” he asserted, “we would 
like to have you bring factories and 
other institutions to Ohio and we 
will take care of you. 
"I have been accused of breaking 
the steel strike. This is not true. 
Nor did the companies 
win 
the 
strike. John L. Lewis (CIO chief) 
lost that strike . . . because . , . 
when he could no longer make use 
of violence, intimidation and blood­ 
shed, bis only weapon* for victory

BEIRUT, Lebanon, Nov. IO. — 
Crooning a song in Turkish, Me- 
guerdich Karayan, 29-year-old as­ 
sassin of United States Consul Gen. 
James Theodore Marrlner, went to 
his death on the gallows at dawn 
today. 
The significance of the song went 
unexplained hut the words were: 
“I have waited for thee but thou 
bath not come.” 
Karayan, an Armenian who had 
lived in Boston 
as a 
naturalized 
American, was hurried to the gal­ 
lows after a night of calm sleep. 
In his last words he told witnesses 
of the execution that an “insult mo­ 
tivated my crim e.” 
He ended his last speech with: 
“Down with Washington!” 
The 
body 
remained 
for 
two 
hours on the scaffold in front of the 
high commissariat building. Kara­ 
yan’s petition for reprieve from a 
sentence imposed last Friday was 
rejected yesterday. 
(Karayan, angered 
because he 
had not received permission from 
M a rrie r to reenter 
the 
United 
States, emptied a revolver at the 
American diplomat Oct. 12 as he 
stepped from bis automobile 
in 
front of the United States consul­ 
ate. 
(Karayan told police he had felt 
“insulted” because he bad not re­ 
ceived the reentry permit. Actual­

Fuller British And American 


Unity Urged During Talk 


At Lord Mayor’s Fete 


By Th* AwonittO Pre**. 
Appeals came from two major 
powers today, seeking to bring the 
United State* more closely into the 
complicated international situation. 
One of the bid* from Prime Minis­ 
ter Neville Chamberlain of Great 
Britain: the other from the com­ 
munist party organ, Pravda, in Mos­ 
cow. 
Chamberlain, apparently encour­ 
aged by President Roosevelt’s Chi­ 
cago peace address and by United 
States participation in the Brus­ 
sels conference, called for fuller 
British-Amerlcan collaboration last 
night in a speech at guildhall. 
Pravda asserted 
that the 
real 
purpose of the Itallan-German-Jap- 
anese agreement against Commun­ 
ism was to obtain territory in a 
new world war, and urged collec­ 
tive 
action by the United States, 
Britain and Prance against the three 
powers. 
Meanwhile, in London. Chamber. 
lain declared Great Britain sincere­ 
ly desired to reach an agreement, 
with Italy and Germany “on abasia 
of mutual 
friendship 
and 
under­ 
standing.” 
In a cautiously-worded speech at 
the lord mayor's banquet marking 
inauguration of Sir Harry Twyford. 
Chamberlain reaffirmed his desire 
for 
Anglo-American 
co-operation 
and said: 
"As regards our relations with 
the two great powers which are so 
closely associated now in what is 
known as tho Rome-Berlin axis. J 
Will only say this: It la the sincere 
desire of bis majesty’s government 
to see those relations firmly estab­ 
lished on s basis of mutual friend­ 
ship and understanding.’*

De Bassompierre, 
was that the reply would be decid­ 
ed upon at a meeting of the Japa­ 
nese cabinet Friday. 
He added that the text of tho 
note probably would be communi­ 
cated to the various delegations 
here Friday night. 
Litvinoff left Vladimir Potemkin, 
Russian ambassador to Fiance, in 
charge of the 
Soviet delegation, 
but the fact that Russia still was 
represented did not lessen the be­ 
lief that his sudden departure was 
significant. 
From Spain, Fascist officers re­ 
ported tonight sharp counter thrusts 
by government forces were imped* 
ing 
the 
drive 
of 
Generalissimo 
Franco’s troops in porthem Spain. 
They said the dogged government 
defenders were holding a number 
of "important points” which must 
be "cleaned up” before the start of 
any decisive Fascist drive against 
Catalonia. 
The Catalan Parliament today re­ 
fused to accept the resignation of 
President Luis Companys and re­ 
elected him chief executive of 
au­ 
tonomous Catalonia, close ally of 
the Madrid-Barcelona regime. 
A resolution, approved by a vote 
of 46 to I, declined Companys’ resig­ 
nation because of "the extraordi. 
nary circumstances in Spain and 
the historical duty imposed upon 
him.”

They duelled about the 
room and battled down the stairs 
A sudden swipe of Elliott s sword 


cut off the stra n g er’s left hand. 
The stran g er stooped, picked up 
the hand, stuffed it into bls pocket. 
Then despite loss of his hand, 
the Intruder suddenly overpowered 
the elderly rancher, threw him to 
the floor and waved his butcher 
knife menacingly. 
"I surrender! FII get the money,” 
the rancher shouted The man let 
Elliott up and attem pted to stem 
the flow of blood from his arm.

Davey. who, In proposing the con 
st runt ion of a new penitentiary at 
London, said: 
“It Is a crim e to let our institu 
tlons go along th e way they are 
now.” 
The warden added:

Italy’s participation in the “front” is the result 
of its understanding with Germany, because italy 
Is not concerned directly with Russia, nor with 
communism. Japan and Germany are directly con- 
corned, not because Russia symbolizes the red 
scare but because it is an obstacle in the spheres 
of Influence they are trying to establish. 


W here do Great Britain. France and tho United 
States fit into this picture? In a loose way, they 
are combined In opposition to fascism, but with 
tho possible exception of France, they are cot pro- 
Ruseian or pro-eommunist. 


R ather, they are anti-dictator, or think they are. 
Also, they find a common ground of agreem ent in 
their m utual belief that the status quo should be 
preserved 
in 
International 
boundaries, 
pending 
agreem ent on such concessions ae they may care 
fee make. 


In that, they find them selves in agreem ent with 
Russia, but not with communism. The only thum b­ 
nail classification of the world with an iota of 
sense to it is that which divides nations roughly in 
the "haves’* and "have nots.”

The German thunder is 
directed against Czechoslovakia, of 
all the countries of central Europe 
the most dem ocratic and the least 
likely to be bolshevist^. But Czec­ 
hoslovakia holds the strategic key 
to the im perial expansion of Ger­ 
many into tho Danube valley and 
the Ukraine. 


would normally be concerned about 
such things as G ibraltar, Minorca 
and Suez. Ethiopia, Czechoslovakia, 
northern China, and Shanghai. But 
the parties of the right feel them ­ 
selves to be the objects of a class 
war by th*1 parties of the left.

SINCE the parties of the left are 
stronger at the polls than the 
parties of the right, the responsi­ 
bility Is theirs. Though there ie no 
doubt that a far-reaching reduc­ 
tion of the privileges of the con­ 
servatives has to be undertaken, 
thp conservatives cannot make so­ 
cial peace merely by making con­ 
cessions. As long as the left is com­ 
mitted to the principle of the class 
war, the internal division of the 
democracies cannot be healed by 
concessions. It can he healed only 
if the concessions are made in re­ 
turn for a convincing renunciation 
of the spirit of this class war. 
From this point of view the lead­ 
ers of the left comprise the new 
dealers in America, the followers of 
M. Blum in France, the Labor party 
In Britain, together with the great­ 
er part of the Intellectuals in all 
countries. That. they are aroused by 
real social evils no one in his 
senses would deny. T hat they are 
opposed 
by 
darkly 
reactionary 
forces is evident. But the para 
mount fact is that the left move­ 
m ent Is today eaaentlally liberal 
and 
undemocratic in 
spirit and 
method, that the anim ating spirit 
of the movement as a whole Is the 
enmity of the class struggle. 
The Inevitable consequence of 
that enmity Is the internal paraly­ 
sis of the democracies in the pres­ 
ence of the fascist advance. 
The leaders of the left, men like 
Mr. Roosevelt, M.Blum, Major At­ 
tlee and Sir Stafford Cripps. as 
well as Journals such as for exam­ 
ple, the New Republic and the Na­ 
tion here, m ust soon decide wheth­ 
er they prefer the class struggle at 
home or a resistance to the ad­ 
vance 
of 
Fascist 
Imperialism 
throughout the world. They cannot 
escape that choice. They m ust de­ 
cide w hether they wish to oppose 
organized Fascism or to continue 
harrying the economic royalist* In 
the spirit of class war. 
They m ust decide w hether they 
will return to the spirit of liberal 
democracy or whether they will use 
the m achinery of voting to create 
electoral majorities in order to im 
pose the ideals of the left. Until 
they have m ade that decision, until 
they renounce not only the doctrine 
but the tem per of the Marxian class 
struggle, 
their 
eloquent 
tirades 
against Fascism will continue to be 
so much empty and self-deluding 
rhetoric. 
They will continue to paralyze 
the democracies They will continue 
to divide them. They will continue 
to provoke the reaction which will 
in the end destroy the left com 
pletely.

The final-determlnatlon to ap­ 
point a policy com m ittee and to 
hold the m atter of a mid-term con­ 
vention in abeyance represents dis­ 
tinct progress toward an outline of 
a Republican program. V ery few of 
those who advocated the holding of 
a convention really felt It was the 
principal problem. They recognized 
th at selection of delegates would 
Involve much discussion and per­ 
haps controversy, but that first and 
foremost was the development of 
party policy. 
There are two schools of thought 
on this point, too. Some would set 
forth some general principles. Oth­ 
ers would go further and actually 
attem pt to formulate a program 
which the Republican party would 
pledge itself to carry out lf success­ 
ful at the polls. 
Obviously, a detailed formula too 
far in advance of the elections 
would be considered unwise by tho 
political strategists because condi­ 
tions change rapidly Nowadays. But, 
on the broad question of letting the 
American people know just what 
the Republican party in general 
might attem pt if elected to office, 
the decision now is to proclaim 
something that is more concrete 
than a vaguely worded platform 
adopted in the hurry of a national 
convention.

should hold a conference on its 
own topic, calling to its aid the 
best qualified men and women in 
the country irrespective of party. 
Then comprehensive reports should 
be made by the sub-committees and 
made public so that comment could 
be made by the rank and file of the 
voters. After the sub comm ittee re­ 
ports were debated by the public, 
another series of reports could be 
formulated, based on the sugges­ 
tions offered. 
The political leaders of the day 
have unfortunately been told that a 
brief set of principles Is enough, 
that brevity is im portant and that 
what Is needed is another Thomas 
Jefferson to write another Declar­ 
ation of Independence. But one of 
the best documents on public af­ 
fairs for the last 50 years was not 
a digest or a brief declaration at 
all, namely the report of the sen­

Oddly, there has never been a strictly Broad* 
way magazine to prosper, although there hsve 
been numerous gallant efforts. Among th * first 
was Broadway Buzz, a frothy sophisticated but 
Impersonal collection of gossip, sponsored and 
edited by the late Euetace Hale Ball. It died 
aborning. Leander Rlchardeon, talented writer, 
and W. A. Brady, preee agent, also fathered one 
that got no farther than the “dummy” for the 
flrat Issue. Richard Harding Davie had a Hand In 
ons.that alao died ingloriouay. Than there wa* 
th* infamous Broadway Brevit)**, which got 
away to a fairly good atart and really out th* 
pattern for the type of gosaip that endure* to* 
day. But It* editor got tangled In aome sly 
blackmail attempt* and the magazine auapended 
whit* ha want to Atlanta to reflect. Broadway, 
from a publishing standpoint, does not reaot a* a 
geographical unit. It crave* publicity more than 
any other aeetlon, but it like* to be a part of 
the general survey. Too, there It to little left of 
th* actual Broadway that it could not aupport a 
magazine.

Burton Takes Measures To 


Feed 20,000 As Situation 


Grows More Critical

M ayor Burton said h e hoped the 
cuts in tbe payrolls would provide 
6250,000, the m inim um needed for 
two w eeks relief here and express­ 
ed hope for prom pt em ergency leg­ 
islation by the general assem bly to 
take care of the relief require­ 
m ents for Decem ber. 
From his hom e at E aton, Lieut. 
Gov. Yoder, long at lo g g erh ead s 
w ith the adm inistration, assailed 
D avey’s prom ised 1938 relief pro­ 
gram which involves a plan to per­ 
m it local governm ents to levy spe­ 
cial taxes for relief by a m ajority 
vote 
instead 
of the 
65 
percent 
m argin now required and the fund a 
thus obtained to he used to m atch 
sta te contributions dollar for dol­ 
lar. 
Yoder, who led the uo-new taxes 
block i n ‘ th e last session of tbe 
legislature, said: “The governor’s 
e n tire program breaks down when 
he Insists th a t local subdivisions 
raise the funds through the pro­ 
cess of subm itting levies to the 
v oters.”
